Evidence is gradually being accumulated to prove that anarchists have | 
conspired to kill not only the Mayor and Chief of Police of this city, but) 
many subordinate officials in the civil and police departments. Four city of- 
ficials have received direct warnings that they have been marked for death. | 
The man who is believed to have been the tool selected by the anarchists 
for the work of murder in this city was killed by Chief of Police Shippy when 
he assaulted the latter in his home at 9 o'clock this morning. But, before the 
assassin was laid low, he had dangerously if not mortally wounded the Chief's 
eighteen-year-old son, Harry, had shot the Chief's coachman, James Foley, 
and stabbed the Chief himself in the arm. 

The ramifications of the plot to kill and destroy are believed to have ex- 
tended to many other cities, and the. police department of Chicago is doing 
everything possible to ferret out the origin and leaders of the conspiracy. It 
is believed that a direct connection will be traced between the attack upon 
Chief Shippy and the murder of the Rev. Leo Heinrichs, a Catholic priest 
in Denver, a week ago. 

That anarchy is-rampant in this city is the reluctant confession of the 
authorities.

RAG THE “REDS” 
COME DOWN 


Chief of Police Kern Declares He’ll 
Make Them Obey the Law by Force 
If Necessary—An Ugly Gang Out 
Last Night. 


HE inflamed “reds” have reached the limit with their trouble 
7 breeding, riot-inciting demonstrations in Los Angeles. Chief of 

Police Kern gave this ultimatum last night, and the glitter in 
his eyes as he spoke was a guarantee that it will stand. He will use 
force, if necessary; he is determined the flag that spells murder and 
the disruption of government must come down here. “It won't do 
in the West.” 

Two hours after the Chief had spoken a wild-tongued “red,” John 
Herr, broke loose at Seventh street and Grand avenue,. haranguing 
a howling mob of his kind. The police took him without ceremony, 
but his raucous voice was drowned by the strains of the “Marsel- 
laise” is they made the arrest. The socialists’ committee furnished

Interpretation of 
land grants by the Mexican govern- 
ment formed an important part of the 
proceeding. Judge Wellborn stated that, 
he would look over the maps, records 
and surveys and render a decision this 
morning. 
When the Mexican government made 
“a grant to some of its army officers 
during the period from 1825 to the time 
that California was ceded to the United’ 
States, none of its officials imagined 
that it Was paving the way for an 
American army post. Lieut. Sepulveda, | 
an ancestor of the well-known family | 
of that name living in San Pedro, ob-' 
tained the grant and his children were 
allotted the Rancho Palos Verdes, ex- 
cepting a tract which was destined for 
a Mexican fortified post. Provision 
was made for a landing place and the 
Mexican war alone prevented its voccu- 
pation and fortification. 
When this country took over Califor- 
nia, all Mexican government reserva- 
tions became the property of the Unite4 
States. Present title to the forty-acre 
tracts reverts to the original title of 
the Mexican government,

LONG BEACH, March 2.— 
Shocked out of their senses by 
falling live wires, so that they 
fell overboard from their 
launch, Harry Sanders and 
James Hopkins were rescued 
from drowning in the Naples 
canals this morning. 

Sanders and Hopkins, 
of the Naples motorboats, were 
assisting several other boats in

which supply Naples with light, 
and each carry a current of 
2200 volts. The contact snapped 
the wires, and, twisting and 
writhing like serpents, they fell 
upon the two men in the motor- 
boat, and, rendering them un- 
conscious, threw them out of 
the boat into the water, where 
they sank beneath the surface 
of the canal. 

The accident was seen by the 
other boatmen, and in a few 
seconds three boats were along- 
side where the men had disap- 
peared. The contact with the 
cold water partially revived the 
victims, and they rose to the 
surface. Hopkins floated, and 
was picked up, but Sanders 
sank the second time. When he 
come up again there were a 
dozen hands to grasp him and 
pull him into a boat. The two 
men were carried ashore, and 
the Work of resuscitation began, 
while hurry calls were sent to 
Long Beach for physicians. The 
vigorous measures used were 
successful, and the men were 
restored sufficiently to be taken 
home. Both have bad burns 
upon their bodies, where the live 
wires struck, burning through
